Acting Assistant Surgeon Allan reports, September 16: 

Week ended September 4. Bills of health issued to the steamship 
Nuenfels, bound for Boston and New York with a total crew of 61, 
and to the steamship Den of Mains, bound for New York and Phila- 
delphia with a total crew of 57. The usual precautions were taken, 
holds fumigated, rat guards on wharf lines, and Asiatics' effects disin- 
fected. 

Week ended September 11. No transactions. 

Week ended August 28. In Calcutta there were 5 deaths from 
cholera, 2 from plague, and 1 death from smallpox; in Bengal, 56 
cases of plague, with 38 deaths; in India, 2,297 cases of plague, with 
1,811 deaths. 

Week ended September 4. In Calcutta, 5 deaths from cholera, 9 
from plague, and 1 death from smallpox; in Bengal, 70 cases of 
plague, with 38 deaths; in India, 2,837 cases of plague, with 1,952 
deaths.
